JUDGE DOWLING’S DECISION IN THE 
MACY CASE. 

What was printed in an editorial note in 
The Publishers^ Weekly of August 10 as 
a synopsis of the decision of Judge Dowling 
in the case of Macy vs. American Publishers’ 
Association proves to be the full text of the 
decision itself. It is an application of pre¬ 
vious decisions and obiter dicta to the pend¬ 
ing case, and, as indicated in our editorial 
note, it is as important for what it does not 
say as for what it does say. 

The decision, as stated, applies only to non¬ 
copyright books, but decides that in pre¬ 
venting Macy & Co. from obtaining non¬ 
copyright books the American Publishers’ 
Association acted in restraint of trade con¬ 
trary to the laws of the State of New York, 
and that the Macy Co. is entitled to damages 
therefor as proved before a referee. It is 
quite possible that the case may be appealed 
to the Court of Appeals, but as the Supreme 
Court justice applies the decision of Chief 
Justice Parker, of the highest court, the ques¬ 
tion is only whether Judge Dowling properly 
interpreted the application of the Chief Jus¬ 
tice’s opinion. It was an unfortunate mis¬ 
take of the American Publishers’ Association, 
as we have more than once pointed out, that 
it undertook to deal at all with non-copy¬ 
right books. 

The decision is one of several tending to 
clarify the law on the general subject in¬ 
volved, though it is quite possible that the 
legal status may not be fully settled until 
some case involving all the questions con¬ 
cerned reaches the Supreme Court of the 
United States on a question of copyright law. 
The pith of the matter, as we have before 
said, is that the proprietor of a copyright 
book is entitled to obtain such price as he 
may decide to ask for his product. Pie may 
take all reasonable steps to prevent the sale 
of his book at a lower price, and the courts 
have gone far to protect him in this right. 
But he may not enter into a combination for 
this purpose which transgresses the law of 


conspiracy; that is, a number of publishers 
may not combine to punish an individual for 
cutting prices on a copyright book issued by 
another party or by one of their own number 
without danger of being considered members 
of a conspiracy. Besides this, and on different 
grounds, a combination of publishers, or even 
an individual publisher, must in New York 
and other States keep within the State laws 
respecting restraint of trade. This means 
practically that where there are competing 
editions or goods unprotected by copyright or 
patent law, a manufacturer seeking to protect 
his prices must be careful to do so only by 
direct means and not by any sort of combina¬ 
tion, coercion or boycott. He can still refuse 
to sell his own property except under certain 
conditions, but the law does not go far in 
protecting prices of such commodities beyond 
the first seller. 

The American Publishers’ Association, 
though it must pay the penalty of its mistake 
in the present case, has now put itself in a 
strong position by confining itself to copy¬ 
right books and by freeing its members from 
any question of combination or conspiracy by 
making its former agreement simply the basis 
of recommendation to individual members. 
While it is a fact that the trend of recent de¬ 
cisions was not foreseen and safeguarded 
against, it must nevertheless be said that 
much has been accomplished, both positively 
and negatively, and that the decisions both 
pro and contra in clearing the air have left 
booktrade reform in a pretty satisfactory 
condition. _ 

POSTAL MATTERS. 

LIMIT OF WEIGHT CONTENTS OF MAIL 
SACKS. 

The attention of publishers, newsdealers, 
news agents and others is invited to the fol¬ 
lowing extract from the postal laws and reg¬ 
ulations, and to the following order issued by 
the Post Office Department, and they are in¬ 
formed that the requirements set forth therein 
must be invariably observed in preparing 
matter for mailing: 

“Not more than 150 pounds of mail matter must 
be placed in a sack which is to be despatched as 
closed mail or to a railway post office or post offices 
for distribution. 

“Postmasters will notify publishers, newsdealers, 
and others shipping large quantities of matter by 
mail of this requirement.” 

“Division Superintendents of Railway Mail Ser¬ 
vice and Postmasters are instructed to notify their 
employees that not more than 150 pounds of mail 
matter must be placed in a sack which is to be 
despatched as closed mail or to a railway post office 
or post offices for distribution. These officers will 
also kindly notify publishers, newsdealers and others 
shipping large quantities of matter by mail of the 
nature of these instructions and request their co¬ 
operation in relieving those who handle mail of this 
character in bulk from the hardship and physical 
exhaustion that result from the lifting of sacks 
containing over 150 pounds of mail matter.”

BOOKS FOR CLERKS^ USE. 

To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 

We have had a great difficulty in the past 
to get clerks in our “Recent Fiction” depart¬ 
ment to read the reviews of forthcoming 
books—something which, in our estimation, 
is very important to have done, in the interest 
of publisher and dealer alike. 

We find, however, that clerks are willing to 
read the book, if not the review. In this con¬ 
nection we find that the book loaned them is 
returned in nearly every instance soiled and 
unfit for sale. 

We would suggest to the publisher, as a 
happy medium, to have sent the retailer from 
the binder gathered and sewed, but unbound, 
copies of their forthcoming fall fiction which 
they hope to see in the list of the “six best.” 

If thought necessary, the copies could be 
stamped “Sample” or “Not to be sold.” 

We are firmly convinced that this sugges¬ 
tion, if carried out, would not only relieve 
the retailer of a great deal of trouble, but 
would materially increase the sales for re¬ 
tailer and publisher. R. E. Sherwood.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

St. George Kempson, editor and proprietor 
of The Nezv York Insurance Journal, died at 
St. Vincent's Hospital, Monday, August 12, 
following an operation for appendicitis.

BIBLIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 

The first volume of what should be a use¬ 
ful annual publication, “L’Almanach des 
Lettres Frangaises,” has just appeared in 
Paris. It contains a bibliography of the more 
important books published in 1906. articles on 
French fiction, poetry, history, criticism and 
drama, and information about the various lit¬ 
erary societies, such as the Academy, the 
Goncourt Academy and the Societe des Gens 
de Lettres. M. Jules Bertaut, who writes on 
fiction, says that the historical novel is prac¬ 
tically dead, the psychological novel moribund 
and that the novel of passion and the novel of 
manners seem to promise best. M. Maurice 
Leblond seems not very sanguine of the future 
of poetry. The account given of history is 
more encouraging. M. Leon Bazalgette de¬ 
clares M. Aulard’s work on the history of the 
Revolution to be equal, if not superior, to the 
best of Quinet and Michelet. The same au¬ 
thor treats of criticism, and among the books 
which he says deserve special mention are two 
dealing with English literature. “La Poesie 
Anglaise au XIXe Siecle” and the “Pierres 
d'Oxford,” by M. Georges Grappe, are, he 
declares, quite perfect and certain to become 
classics.

The work consists of a biog¬ 
raphy ; an exposition of the most striking 
parts of Nietzsche’s philosophy; chapters on 
his destructive criticism of government, law, 
manners, marriage, and education; discussion 
of his relations with Wagner and others, and 
essays on his forerunners, his critics and 
their criticism. The book has a bibliogra¬ 
phy and inde3^. They have in press a small 
puzzle novel of the same class as “All by 
Wire.” Its title is “Checkmated,” and its 
form that of a checkbook, from which one 
reads the story of John Stuyvesant Snowdon’s 
disposition of the fortune left him by Aunt 
Barbara Stuyvesant, who “knew how to live 
and when to die.”

In these stories the au¬ 
thor seems perfectly at home in the presenta¬ 
tion of the humble folk of a dozen nation¬ 
alities, and describes, as if he were painting 
familiar scenes before his own door, settings 
in lands the most remote from each other, 
and with characteristics the most diverse. 
At about the same time or early in Septem¬ 
ber they will publish “Montaigne’s Essays” 
in their French Classics for English Readers. 
This volume will contain what is best of the 
writer who may be described as the inventor 
of the essay.

Helen Hay Whitney; “Familiar Faces,” a new 
book of comic verse by Harry Graham, au¬ 
thor of “Misrepresentative Men;” also, a 
new and specially illustrated Vermont edition 
of Miss Theodora Peck’s successful novel, 
“Hester of the Grants.” For young people 
they will have “The Bed-Time’ Book,” with 
verses by Mrs. Flelen Hay Whitney and pic¬ 
tures, in plor, by Jessie Willcox Smith; 
Kate Dickinson Sweetser’s “Boys and Girls 
from Thackeray;” Paul Flarboe’s “Child’s 
Biography of Hans Christian Andersen;” 
Mrs. Harriet Blaine Beale’s “Stories from 
the Old Testament for Children,” with pic¬ 
tures in color by Roscoe Shrader and Herbert 
Moore, two promising young pupils of How¬ 
ard Pyle; also, “Childhood,” by Millicent and 
Githa Sowerby, a volume of verses and pic¬ 
tures in color by two sisters whose work has 
attracted much attention in England. 

William J. Hay, at John Knox’s House, 
on High Street in Edinburgh, has just com¬ 
pleted the second series of the interesting and 
valuable work entitled “Old Houses in Edin¬ 
burgh.” The series consists of twenty-seven 
plates, with descriptive text, as follows: (i) 
“Baird’s Close, looking South,” with a glimpse 
of the Castle; (2) “Baird’s Close, looking 
North,” noted for the famous upheaval known 
in history as “The Proteus Mob;” (3) “St. 
Cuthbert’s Close, West Port;” (4) “West 
Port from High Riggs;” (5) “The Bowfoot, 
Grassmarket;” (6) “Court at the Bowfoot,” 
the most picturesque roadway in Edinburgh— 
perhaps in Europe; (7) “Old Bowhead, Lawn- 
market,” of interest tp the booktrade because 
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it was in one of the old timber-fronted houses 
at the corner of the West Bow that the world- 
famed publishing house of Thomas Nelson & 
Sons had its origin; (8) “Somerville’s Land, 
Lawnmarket;” (9) “Milne’s Court, West 
Side,” popularly called Mary of Guise’s Pal¬ 
ace; (10) “Milne’sCourt, Lawnmarket;”(II) 
“Gladstone’s Land, Lawnmarket,” showing 
the building said to have been owned by an 
ancestor of W. E. Gladstone, which stands 
nearly opposite the tenement in which Robert 
Burns found lodgings on his arrival in Edin¬ 
burgh in 1786; (12) “Lady Stair’s Close, 
Lawnmarket,” (the house which gives it its 
name having recently been presented to the 
Town Council of Edinburgh by Lord Rose¬ 
bery,) near which was the engraving and 
printing establishment of James Johnson, to 
whose Musical Museum Burns contributed so 
frequently; (13) “Brodie’s Court, Lawn¬ 
market,” behind which still survives the hall 
of the Roman Eagle, a famous Masonic lodge 
of the i8th century; (14) “House of Adam 
Bothwell, Bishop of Orkney,” one of the old¬ 
est and most interesting houses that have sur¬ 
vived; (15) “Advocate’s Close, High Street;” 
(16) “Carrubber’s Close, from the North,” 
where Allan Ramsay built one of the earlier 
Edinburgh theatres, and where James Ballan- 
tine, glass-stainer and poet, began his busi¬ 
ness; (17) “Carrubber’s Close, from the 
South,” Avhich about the time of the Revolu¬ 
tion, 1688-90, became the haunt and rallying- 
ground for the non-juring Episcopal clergy 
and Jacobite lairds, and where they erected 
their first modest chapel dedicated to St 
Paul; (18) “Morrison’s Close, High Street;” 
(19) “Trunk Close, from the South,” where 
Sir Robert Kerr, an accomplished poet and 
courtier, lived in the reigns of James vi. and 
Charles i.; (20) “Trunk Close, from the 
North,” an opening on the north side of High 
Street immediately west of John Knox’s 
house; (21, 22) “John Knox’s House, Nether- 
bow” and a view from the rear, where John 
Knox spent the last three months of his life 
until his death on November 24, 1572; (23, 
24) “Site f of St. Mary of Placentia,” two 
views of this famous nunnery from above and 
from^ below; (25) “Chessel’s Court, Canon- 
gate,’’ which has interesting associations in its 
relation to the career of the notorious Deacon 
Brodie; (26) “Canongate Tolbooth,” the 
quaint and interesting building standing mid¬ 
way between Nelheibow and Holyrood, which 
was not, as generally supposed, simply a pub¬ 
lic prison, but the building where public dues 
were collected; also, (27), “The White Horse 
Close, Canongate,” associated, according to 
tradition, with a famous white palfrey belong¬ 
ing to 'Queen Mar3', which was the trysting- 
place whence the Scot’s nobles were to start 
on their projected but abortive expedition to 
Berwick to hold conference with Charles i. 
in 1639. The pictures are exquisitely drawn, 
on the spot, by Bruce J. Home, and, with two 
exceptions, depict the buildings as actually 
seen at the time. The two folio volumes, con¬ 
taining 54 plates, are sold at 24^. net. The 
work appeals strongly to the antiquarian and 
student of history as well as to those who may 
visit “Auld Reekie.”
